Mujk is a dry, light and friable fubftance of a dark blackift 
colour, with fomc tinge of a purplilh or blood colour in it 
feeling fomewhat fmooth or unctuous : its fmell is hioh| yper ’ 
fumed, and too ftrong to be agreeable in any large quantity • 
its tafte is bitterifli: it is brought from the Eaft Indies, moltlv 
from the kingdom of Bantam, fome from Tonquin and Co! 
chin China : the animal which produces it is of a very fi n . 
gular kind, not agreeing with any eftablilhcd genus : it is 0 f 
the fize of a common goat but taller; its head refembles that 
of the greyhound, and its ears ftand erect like thofe of the 
rabbit: its tail is alfo eredt and fliort, its legs moderately 
long, and its hoofs deeply cloven : its hair is a dulky brow/ 
variegated with a faint call of red and white, every hair being 
partycoloured : the bag which contains the mujk, is three 
inches long and two wide, and fituated in the lower part of 
the creature’s belly ; it confifts of a thin membrane covered 
thinly with hair, rcfcmbling a fmall purfe, and when genuine 
the feent is fo ftrong as to offend the head greatly: toward 
the orifice of the bag there are fev.cral glands, which ferve 
for the fecretion of this precious perfume, for the fake of 
which the Indians kill the animal.
